The Director stated that he 
believed that atralght Civil Service Retirement was not fully adequate 
to Agency needs and, consequently, as a result considerable study 
e | the subject had resulted la the Agency reaching the conclusion rant 
it should seek legislation to amend the CIA Act to permit establishment 
cf a retirement system parallel to the Foreign Service. He indicated 
that this would net be applicable to all Agency personnel and la response 
to a question as to how many people it might cover he Indicated possibly 
s n ^ naiyfaborhoad of 46 p er cent.
